ieLTonage and Poundage, 

Wy made in the 12th Year of 
the Reign of King Charles 
the IId. and the Book of 
Rates thereunto annexed a Duty of 
one Penny per Pound, commonly called 
the Old Subſidy,was laid upon all To- 
bacco of the Britih Plantations im- 
ported; and by the ſame Act, and 
Book of Rates, an additional Duty of 
one Penny per Pound was laid on the 
fame Tobacco imported. And by ano- 
ther Act, made in the firſt Year of the 
Reign of the late King James the IId. 
a Duty of Impoſt, of 3 d. per Pound 
was laidon the ſame Tobacco imported. 
And by another Act made in the 9th 
Year of the Reign of his late Majeſty 
King William the IIId. a further Sub- 
ſidy of one Penny per Pound was laid 
on the ſame Tobacco imported. And 
by another Act, made in the 2d. Year 
of the Reign of her late Majeſty Queen 
Aune a Duty or Subſidy of one third 
part of a Penny per Pound was laid on 
the ſaid Tobacco imported, all which 


Duties on Tobacco imported, as before 
mentiou'd; amounting in the whole 


to 64. and one third part of a Penny 
per Pound Weight, are by ſeveral ſub- 
fequent Ads ſince continued and are 
now in Force, 25 | 


And whereas by the ſaid Acts, or 


ſome of them, divers good Proviſions

were made for the aſſertaining, levy- 
ing, collecting, paying, and ſecuring 
the ſaid Duries, and alſo for making 
certain Abatements, Diſcounts and Al- 
lowances out of the ſame, or out of the 
Weight of the Tobacco, upon which the 


ſaid Duties were charged, and for draw- 


ing back ſuch Duties upon Exporta- 
tion of the Tobacco charged therewith, 
which by Experience have been found 
liable to great Frauds and Abuſes, to 
the prejudice of Trade and diminution 
of the Revenue. For Remedy where- 
of we your Majeſty's moſt dutiful and 
loyal Subjects the Commons of Great- 
Britain in Parliament aſſembled, do 
moſt humbly beſeech your Majeſty, 
That it may be enacted, and be it 
enacted by the King's moſt Excellent 
Majeſty, by, and with the Advice, 
and.

Firſt, RE CAUSE we conceive it 
| would have been extremely 
for the Honour of the Houſe, and for the 
Service of the Publick, to have entred this 
Reſolution in our Books, at a Time when 
we have ſo far conſented, in Compliance 
with the Houſe of Commons, to a Bill, by 
which near half a Million collected for the 
Sinking Fund in ſeveral Years, is appro- 
priated to the preſent Year. 

Fcondly, Becauſe the Sinkithg Fund being 


co ol mags of the Surpluſages of Funds ori- 


ginally granted as Securities to the Credi- 
tors of the Publick, and theſe Surpluſages 
ariſing chiefly from a Reduction to 4. per 
Cent: of the Intereſt granted them for the 


moſt part at the Rate of 6. per Cent. we 


cannot but think this ought to be applied 
according to the moſt inviolable Rules of 


Equity, and according to the-known De- 
fign, and repeated and ſolemn Engage- 
ments of Parliament, to a gradual Diſcharge 
of the Principal due to theſe Creditors of 
the- Publick, who have parted with a Third 
ol the Revenue in this View, and upon this 
Confidence. 

Thirdly; Becauſe we 1 the Me- 
thod of applying large Proportions of the 
Sinking Fund to the Service of the current 
Year,,muſt, in Effect, perpetuate the Debts 
and I axes which lye on the Nation, and is 
therefore injurious to. the Pablick. Had 
this waole Fund been-{triftly apply'd from 
the b2vinning to its proper Uſe, we think 
it may be demonſtrated, not only that much 


to avail in a Houle 
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more of the National Debt might have 
been diſcharged, but that thoſe Taxes 


which are oppreſſive to the Poor, and moſt 


prejudicial to Trade, might have been al- 
ready taken off, fince upwards of 4800001. 
per Annum belonging, as we conceive to this 
Fund; has been apply'd to other Uſes. 
Forrebly, Becauſe we apprehenf it cannot 
be for the Good of the Nation, nor conſe- 
pon for the Honour of Parliament, to .. 
eparate thoſe Intereſts in the particular 
Appropriations of the Sinking Fund, which 
are ſo wiſely and ſo juſtly united in the ori- 
ginal and general Deſign of it, the Intereſt 
of the Nation, and the Intereſt of the Pro- 


prietors of the National Debts, the former 


was intended to be eas'd, and for that pur- 
poſe the latter were to be clear'd as ſoon as 
poſſible. If it be ſaid therefore, that the 
Creditors of the Publick do not defire to be 
clear'd any faſter than they are in the pre- 
ſent Method, nor object to the Application 
of Part of the Sinking Fund to other Uſes, 
we apprehend no Argument which ought 
e of Parliament can reſult 
from ſuch an Aſſertion, becauſe we conceive 


that in every Inſtance of this Kind, in every 


Application of the Sinking Fund, or any 
part of it, we are to look on ourſelves as 
obliged not only to be juſt to the Creditors 
of the Publick, but to be cl of the 
Eaſe of-the People; to keep the particular 
and general Intereſts united, as they origi- 
nally were, not to ſever them; if in Fact 
the Creditors do not object to the Applica- 
tion of ſuch large proportions of the Sink- 
ing-Fund to other Uſes than to the Pay- 
ment of the Debts, it may be ſaid, that no 
Injuſtice is done them by any ſuch Applica- 
tion, according to the known Maxim, Vio- 
lenti non fit Injuria. Nay, it may be deem'd 
for their private Intereſt to have ſuch Be- 
neficial Mortgages continu'd as long as 


poſſible, and they may defire therefore noc 
to be clear'd any faſter than they are likely 
to be in the preſent Method; but we ap- 
prehend it cannot be for the Intereſt of 
the Nation to have theſe Mortgages con- 
tinue any longer than is abſolutely neceſſary 
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do diſcharge the Debts ſecur'd by them, and 
that we by Conlequence, who are ILrultees 
for the People, ought to deſire, and en- 


deavour that the Debts may be diſcharged, 


and the Load of Mortgages be remov'd as 
ſoon as poſſible. In this manner publick 
Faith would be ſtrictly kept, Juſtice would 
be done, no Injuitice could be done to the 
_ Creditors of the Publick. In the other 
Method, and by diverting ſuch large Por- 
tions of the Sinking Fund, if it ſhould be 
granted that no preſent Injuſtice was done 


to the Proprietors of the publick Debts, 


yet mult it be allow'd, as we apprehend, 


that great Injury is done to the Nation, un- 


leſs it can be prov'd that the unneceſſary 
Continuation of Debts and Taxes is a Na- 
tional Benefit. 1 | 
Fiftbly, Becauſe we conceive if the whole 
' Produce of the Sinking Fund were not to 
be apply'd to the Diſcharge of the publick 
Debts, it would be much more for the Eaſe 
of Trade, and Advantage of the Nation, 
that ſome of thoſe grievous Taxes out of 
which it ariſes ſhould: ceaſe, than they 


Service at 40. per Cent. which might cer- 
tainly be ſupply'd- other Ways at a cheaper 
Rate. Theſe Taxes are not only grievous 


in themſelves, but almoſt intolerable, by 


the Manner of collecting them under the 
Laws of Exciſe; Laws ſo oppreſſive to 
the Subject, and ſo dangerous to Liberty, 
that every Man, who wiſhes well to his 
Country, muſt, in our Opinion, deſire to 
ſee them put to a ſpeedy End. Moſt of 
theſe Taxes were laid during the Neceflity 
of two long and expenſive Wars, and were 
granted only for Terms of Years, that ſo 
the Principal and Intereſt of the Loans on 
them might be paid off in a certain limi- 
ted Fime. Thus the Nation conſented to 

ay, in ſome manner, a double Tax, in or- 

er to avoid the long and uncertain Con- 
tinuance of ſuch: grievous and dangerous 
Impoſitions, and according to the firſt De- 
fign, many of them would have been very 
near the Expiration of their Term at this 
Hour. The Wiſdom of Parliament indeed 
thought fit afterwards to throw theſe I axes 
and the Method of diſcharging the Publick 
Debts into another Form, which now ſub- 
ſiſts; but we cannot conceive this was done 
with a View of continuing our Taxes and 
our Debts: On the contrary, we are ſure it 
was done with a View oi diſcharging both 
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the ſooner; and it is this very View which 


we apprehend mult be fatallydiſappointed, 
if the preſent Method of diverting any part 
of the Sinking Fund from the Payment of 


the publick Debts be ſuffer'd to continue. 


S:xtbly, Becauſe we apprehend this Me- 
thod may create the utmoſt Uneaſineſs in 
the Minds of his Majeſty's Subje&s, and 
may tend, if not timely prevented by the 
Wiſdom and Authority of this Houſe, to 
diminiſh their Affection for his Perſon and 
Government. Hitherto whilſt they have 
laboured under the weight of Taxes, and 

roan'd under the Oppreſſion of Exciſe- 
aws, the Hope of ſeeing ſpeedily an End 


to both has been their ſole Confolation3— 
but nothing can maintain this Hope, ex- 


cept a due Application of the 'Intire Sink- 
ing Fund to the Diſcharge of thoſe Debts, 
for the Diſcharge of which - theſe Taxes 
were intended, and given. If ſome part of 
this Fund therefore continues to be mort- 
gaged off, and other parts to be apply'd'to 
the current Service, even in the midit of 


'-prof6und Peace; this Hope muſt fink, and 
ſhould be continu'd to ſupply the current 5 4 


eſpair ariſe in its ſtead. We inſiſt with 
guy Concern and Earneſtneſs on this 

oint, from our Obſervation of what has 
lately paſs'd on the Occaſion of Attempts 
made to extend the Cruel and Arbitrary 
Methods practiſed under the Laws of: Ex- 
ciſe, and naturally and neceſſarily, as we 
apprehend, flowing from them. If any 


new Law of this Kind had paſs'd elſewhere, 


we perſuade ourſelves it could not have pre- 
vail'd in this Houſe; but we think it the 
more incumbent upon us, after ſuch an At- 
tempt, and ſuch National Reſentment ex- 
2 sd againſt it, ( both which are of pub- 
ick Notoriety) to promote, as effectuall 

as we are able, the Quiet and Happineſs 
of his Majeſty's Reign, by cutting off an 
Hopes or Fears which may be {till enter⸗ 


tain'd, that ſuch a Project will ſome Time 


or other ſucceed ;| and to this Good and 
Laudable End we conceive nothing would 
have contributed more than ſuch a Solemn 
Declaration of the Senſe of this Houſe, as 
is contain'd in- the Queſtion.

Firſt, RE CAUSE the preſent Debt of 
this Kingdom being nigh wholly 
incorporated into the Three Great Compa- 
nies, 1t behoves the Legiſlature, who are 
the proper Guardians of the publick, to 
take all poſſible Care they ſuffer no Injury 
in their Eſtates by any Frauds committed 
in the Management of them; for tho? the 
Directors are choſen by a General Court, 
they are inveſted with ſuch extenfive Power, 
that they are capable, by abufing their 
Truſt, of doing infinite Miſchief to the 
Proprietors, Ee their Proceedings are vigi- 
lantly watch'd, and controuPd by the Su- 
preme Authority, under whoſe Sanction 
they act, and by which only ſuch Pratlices 
can be effeQually prevented or puniſh'd. 
Secondly, Becauſe this Houſe having been 
induc'd, by the Reaſons before-mention'd, 
to begin an Inquiry into the Management 
of the Hub- Na Company, we apprehend 
our Honour is engaged to anſwer thoſe Ex- 
peRations which the Publick had ſo juſtly 
conceiv'd from it; and fince the advanc'd 
Seaſon of the Year will not permit us to 
finiſh this Examination 2 the preſent 
Seſſion of Parliament, we apprehend a Com- 
mittee was the only proper way left to un- 
ravel ſuch dark and intricate Affairs, which 
require a very nice Inſpection into many 
s 9 Books, it appearing to us, by 
what we have ſeen and heard at our Bar, 


that the Accounts of this Company have 
been kept in a moſt confusꝰd, irregular and 
unwarrantable Manner, in Order, as we a 
poo to conceal Frauds, and defeat all 
nquiries. 
Thirdly, Becauſe the great Diſtreſſes and 


. Calamities of the Year 1720 having been 


occafion'd by the Direſters at that Time de- 
claring ſuch Extravagant Dividend: as the 
CO was not able to ſupport. The 
Legiſlature have, in all their Acts relating 
to this Corporation which have paſs'd fince 
that Time, taken the utmoit Care to pro- 
hibit and reſtrain the Direttors from being 


| guilty of the like Practices; yet, notwith- 


anding this, they have been ſo far from 
taking Warning by the Example made of 


their Predeceſſors, that it appears by the Ac- 
counts laid before this Houle, that altho? 


by the Caſh which came into their Hands, 
and by the Sale of Four Millions of Stock 
to the Bank, and by the Loans of Stock, 


Ec. they were ſufficiently enabled to pay 


off the Debt of 5,000,4001. then ow- 
ing by the Company, as in Juſtice and 
Prudence they ought to have done; yet 
influenc'd, as we have Reaſon to believe, 
by the Corrupt Views of ſome Few, who 
may have aſſum'd to themſelves the whole 
Management of the Affairs of this Corpo- 
ration, they left great part of their Debt on 
Bonds at intereſt unpaid; and by unwar- 
rantantable Dividends out of the Money, in 
Order to give a fallacious Value to their 
Stock, Multitudes of his Majeſty's Subjects 
have been defrauded ; and they have, with- 


out the Knowledge of the Proprietors, not 


only diffipated above 2,000, 300 l. 
receiv'd from the DireFors Eſtates, but they 
have likewiſe brought a new Debr of Two 
Millions upon the Company, and thereby 
diminiſh'd the Capital of every Proprieter”s 
Stock, by which Means great Injury and 
Injuſtice have, in numerous Inſtances, been 


done to Orphans and the Reverſionary 


Heirs of theſe Eſtates, to the great Diſho- 
nour of the publick Faith, and Diſcredit 
of the Nation. | |

ply'd to Parliament, in the Year 1727, for

Frauds may be conceal'd, ſuch as buying, 
ſelling, creating, and iſſuing of Bonds, im- 


ploying irregularly the Caſh of the Com- 


pany which lay in their Hands, whilft the 
Proprietors were paying Intereſt for Money 
borrow'd of the Bank in tranſacting Stock 
abroad, ine e en. Stock at home, 
with many other Practices of the like Na- 
ture, too long and various to be particu- 
larly explain'd ; for theſe Reaſons we con- 
ceive it was abſolutely neceſfary to have a 

pointed a Committee, as the only Method 
to diſtinguiſh the Few who, probably, are 
criminal, for Many Gentlemen who may, 
at preſent, lye ny under the fame Im- 
Putation, eſpecially at a Time when a Bill 
was actually depending for dividing the 
Capital of this Company three Fourths into 
Annuities, and leaving the remaining Quar- 
ter to be a Trading Stock, with a large 
Debt, and Demands upon it unliquidated,

which, ſhould it paſs into a Law, will, in 
all probability, promote and encourage the 
Infamous Prafice of Stock- jobbing, to the 


Ruin of great Numbers of his Majeſty's 


Subjects.

orations, ſuddenly to withdraw their Ef- 
ects out of our Funds, and thereby totally 
deſtroy publick Credit, and plunge us into 
inextricable Difficulties | 

Eightbly, Becauſe the Arts made uſe of-te 

divert us from our Duty, and defeat this In- 
quiry, give us Reaſons to proſecute it with 
treſh Vigour; for, — of Guilt (if 
any ſuch there be) is the ſtrongeſt Incou- 
ragement to the Repetition of the ſame 
practice in future Times, by chalking out 
a ſafe Method of committing the moſt fla- 

itious Frauds under the Prote#:0» of ſome 
— and All- ſcreening Miniſter. 
 Nintbly, For theſe Reaſons we think our- 
ſel ves under an indiſpenſible Obligation to 
vindicate our own Honour, by leaving our 
Teſtimonies in the Journals of this Houſe, 
that we are not under the Influence of any 
Man whatſoever, whoſe Safety may depend 
on the Proteftion of Fraud and Corruption; 
and that we enter'd upon this inquiry with 
a ſincere and juſt Deſign of going to the 
Bottom of this Evil, and applying it to 
the moſt proper and effectual Remedies.
